PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 


98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b )  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House:

and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  69  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  chap¬ 
ter  135  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  1948,”  the  following  regulations,  to  be  known 
as  “Game  Regulations,  1956-57,”  be  made: — 

GAME  REGULATIONS,  1956-57 


Section  I 

The  prohibitions  declared  by  section  18  of  the 
“Game  Act,”  being  chapter  135  of  the  “Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  as  to  the 
hunting,  trapping,  wounding,  and  killing  of  game, 
are,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  2  to  9, 
inclusive,  of  these  regulations,  hereby  removed  to 
the  extent  and  within  the  period  and  the  limits  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out  respec¬ 
tively,  as  follows: — 

For  the  purpose  of  defining  the  open  seasons  for 
big  game,  game  birds,  and  the  trapping  of  fur¬ 
bearing  animals,  the  Province  shall  be  divided  into 
two  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  Western  and 
Eastern  Districts  and  also  into  game  administration 
areas  as  set  out  herein. 

“WESTERN  DISTRICT”  shall  mean  and  in¬ 
clude  all  that  portion  of  the  Province  situate  and 
lying  to  the  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade 
Mountains  and  south  of  the  Atlin  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict,  except  that  portion  of  the  Skeena  Electoral 
District  covered  by  the  watershed  of  the  Lakelse 
and  Zymagotitz  Rivers  and  that  portion  of  the 
Cariboo  Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  to  the 
west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Mountains. 

“EASTERN  DISTRICT”  shall  mean  and  in¬ 
clude  all  of  the  remainder  of  the  Province. 

Provided,  for  the  purpose  of  the  open  seasons  on 
migratory  game  birds,  that  portion  of  the  Skeena 
River  and  its  watershed  situate  and  lying  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  Skeena  Electoral  District  east  of 
a  line  drawn  north  and  south  (astronomic)  through 
the  mouth  of  Khyex  River  be  construed  and  be 
considered  as  lying  within  the  Eastern  District. 

Further,  for  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  the 
Western  and  Eastern  Districts  shall  be  divided  into 
game  management  areas  as  follows: — 

Western  District 

“  GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  1  ”  shall 
mean  and  include  the  Comox,  Alberni,  Esquimalt, 
Cowichan-Newcastle,  Nanaimo  and  The  Islands, 
Saanich,  Oak  Bay,  and  Victoria  City  Electoral 
Districts. 

“  GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  2  ”  shall 
mean  and  include  the  Dewdney,  North  Vancouver, 
all  Vancouver,  Chilliwack,  Delta,  Burnaby,  and 
New  Westminster  Electoral  Districts  and  that  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Lillooet  Electoral  District  situate  and 
lying  within  the  Western  District. 

“  GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  3  ”  shall 
mean  and  include  that  portion  of  the  Mackenzie 
Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  south  of  the 
52nd  parallel  of  north  latitude.

“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  10”  shall 
mean  and  include  the  Rossland-Trail,  Nelson- 
Creston,  and  Kaslo-Slocan  Electoral  Districts. 

“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  II  ”  shall 
mean  and  include  the  Columbia,  Cranbrook,  and 
Fernie  Electoral  Districts. 

“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  12”  shall 
mean  and  include  the  Revelstoke  Electoral  District. 

“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  13”  shall 
mean  and  include  that  portion  of  the  Kamloops 
Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  to  the  north  of 
the  South  Thompson  River  and  to  the  east  of  the 
North  Thompson  River,  Clearwater  River,  Game 
Management  Area  No.  17,  and  that  portion  of  the 
Salmon  Arm  Electoral  District  situate  and  lying 
north  of  the  South  Thompson  River  and  Shuswap 
Lake. 

“GAME  MANAGEMENT  AREA  No.  14”  shall 
mean  and  include  those  portions  of  the  Lillooet 
and  Cariboo  Electoral  Districts  situate  and  lying

ANTLERLESS  (includes  COWS  and  all  animals 
under  one  year  of  age),  in  G.M.A.  No.  3,  Novem¬ 
ber  17th  to  December  2nd.

Provided  in  that  portion  of  the  Lower  Mainland 
known  as  Boundary  Bay,  in  the  Municipality  of 
Delta,  situate  and  lying  west  of  a  straight  line 
drawn  due  south  from  the  south  end  of  Benson 
Road  to  its  intersection  with  the  49th  parallel  of 
north  latitude,  the  following  shall  apply: — 

(a)  No  person  shall  shoot  or  hunt  Brant  or  use 
Brant  decoys,  or  guide,  or  in  any  way  assist 
in  the  hunting  of  Brant,  on  more  than  two 
days  (or  part  thereof)  in  succession,  and  in 
no  case  on  more  than  two  days  in  each 
week. 

( b )  No  person  shall  set  out  more  than  one  flock 
of  Brant  decoys. 

(c)  No  flock  of  Brant  decoys  shall  exceed  fifty 
(50)  in  number. 

(d)  No  person  shall  place  a  flock  of  Brant 
decoys  within  two  hundred  (200)  yards  of 
any  other  flock  of  Brant  decoys. 

(e)  Not  more  than  one  blind  shall  be  used  for 
each  set  of  Brant  decoys  unless  blinds  are 
so  constructed  that  they  are  parallel  to  each 
other,  and  no  blind  shall  contain  more  than 
(5)  persons  at  any  one  time. 

(/)  No  decoys  shall  be  set,  or  allowed  to  remain 
set,  except  during  the  hours  on  each  day 
when  shooting  of  Brant  is  permitted  under 
these  regulations. 

No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  attempt  to  kill 
any  migratory  game  bird  during  the  night,  which, 
for  the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  unless  other¬ 
wise  noted  herein,  means  during  the  period  ending 
one-half  hour  before  sunrise  and  beginning  the 
preceding  evening  at  the  following  times,  in  those 
portions  known  as  the  Dewdney,  Chilliwack,  Delta. 
North  Vancouver,  New  Westminster,  Vancouver- 
Point  Grey,  Vancouver  East,  and  Burnaby  Elec¬ 
toral  Districts: — 

(1)  From  October  13th  to  14th,  from  one 
hour  before  sunrise  to  one-half  hour  after 
sunset. 

(2)  From  October  15th  to  31st  5.40  p.m. 

(3)  From  November  1st  to  14th  5.15  p.m. 

(4)  From  November  15th  to  De¬ 
cember  31st  .  4.50  p.m. 
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(5)  From  January  1st  to  14th  5.00p.m. 

(6)  From  January  15th  to  31st  5.20  p.m. 

(7)  From  February  1st  to  14th  5.50  p.m. 

(8)  From  February  15th  to  28th  6.00  p.m. 

and  in  the  remaining  portions  of  the  Western  Dis¬ 
trict  the  hunting  of  migratory  game  birds  shall 
only  be  allowed  or  permissible  during  the  period 
one-half  hour  before  sunrise  to  one-half  hour  after 
sunset. 

The  possession  of  firearms  by  any  person  dur¬ 
ing  the  night  in  a  place  frequented  by  migratory 
game  birds  is  prima  facie  evidence  of  hunting 
such  birds  during  the  n  ight.

GROUSE  (BLUE  and  FRANKLIN'S)  through¬ 
out  the  Western  District,  September  1st  to  October 
3 1st. 

GROUSE  (RUFFED,  commonly  called  WIL¬ 
LOW),  throughout  the  Western  District,  October 
13th  to  November  18th. 

CALIFORNIA  QUAIL,  on  Saltspring  Island  and 
in  those  portions  of  Vancouver  Island  situate  and 
lying  south  of  the  Shawnigan  Lake  Cut-off  Road, 
October  13th  to  November  18th. 

HUNGARIAN  PARTRIDGE,  no  open  season  in 
any  portion  of  the  Western  District. 

PTARMIGAN,  throughout  the  Western  District, 
September  1st  to  November  18th. 

PHEASANTS  (COCK  BIRDS  ONLY),  through¬ 
out  the  Western  District  (except  that  portion  of 
Vancouver  Island  situate  and  lying  north  of  Oyster 
River,  the  Mackenzie  and  Skeena  Electoral  Dis¬ 
tricts,  and  that  area  known  as  the  Squamish  Val¬ 
ley),  October  13th  to  November  18th. 

HENS,  in  that  portion  of  Vancouver  Island 
situate  and  lying  south  of  the  Shawnigan  Lake 
Cut-off  Road,  October  13th  to  November  18th. 

Provided  that  the  shooting  of  Pheasants  is 
prohibited  in  the  North  Saanich  District,  on  Van¬ 
couver  Island,  on  the  following  days,  namely: 
October  14th,  21st,  and  28th,  and  November  4th, 
11th,  and  18th;  and  further,  the  hunting  or  shoot¬ 
ing  of  Pheasants  in  the  districts  mentioned  herein 
and  provided  with  an  open  season  shall  be,  on 
each  and  every  day  during  such  open  season,  from 
sunrise  to  one-half  hour  after  sunset. 

Bag-limits

PROHIBITIONS,  CLOSED  AREAS,  ETC., 
WESTERN  DISTRICT

lot  to  a  point  one-half  mile  east  of  Martin  River; 
thence  south-easterly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  north¬ 
west  corner  of  Lot  1170;  thence  along  the  northern 
boundary  of  said  lot  to  the  west  shore  of  Link 
Lake;  thence  along  said  shore  of  said  lake  in  a 
southerly  direction  to  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot 
1151;  thence  along  the  south  boundaries  of  Lots 
1151  and  1162  to  the  south-west  corner  of  Lot 
1162;  thence  westerly  in  a  straight  line  to  the 
south-west  corner  of  Lot  1176;  thence  in  a  straight 
line  westerly  across  Cousins  Inlet  to  the  point  of 
commencement.” 

(c)  That  portion  of  Nanaimo  Harbour  and 
vicinity  described  as  follows:  “  Between  high-water 
mark  on  Vancouver  Island  and  a  line  drawn  as 
follows:  Commencing  at  Brechin  Point,  Departure 
Bay,  near  the  City  of  Nanaimo;  thence  in  an 


easterly  direction  to  the  most  westerly  point  of 
Newcastle  Island;  thence  along  the  shore-line  of 
said  island  in  a  northerly,  easterly,  and  southerly 
direction  to  the  most  easterly  point  of  said  island; 
thence  to  the  most  westerly  point  of  Protection 
Island;  thence  south-easterly  to  Gallows  Point  on 
Protection  Island;  thence  to  Jacks  Point  on  Van¬ 
couver  Island;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction  to 
Stevens  and  Wright’s  shingle-mill  on  Vancouver 
Island.” 

(cl)  That  portion  of  the  Mackenzie  Electoral 
District  known  as  Minstrel  Island  Harbour,  or 
more  particularly  all  that  area  from  the  north-east 
corner  of  Lot  648  to  a  sign  posted  on  the  shore¬ 
line  approximately  one-half  mile  south-east  of  the 
wharf  at  or  in  the  harbour  of  Minstrel  Island, 
wherein  the  discharge  of  firearms  of  any  kind  is 
prohibited  at  any  time. 

( e )  That  portion  of  the  Esquimalt  Electoral 
District  as  follows:  “All  that  portion  of  Esquimalt 
Harbour  and  Royal  Roads  below  high-water  mark 
situate  and  lying  north  of  a  straight  line  extending 
from  the  north-east  end  of  Lagoon  Spit  and 
Macaulay  Point.” 

(/)  No  person  shall  hunt  or  shoot  migratory 
game  birds  below  high-water  mark  in  those  waters 
of  Vancouver  Island  known  as  Brentwood  Bay  and 
Tod  Inlet  extending  south  of  a  straight  line  running 
east  and  west  from  Sluggit  Point  to  Willis  Point 
and  all  of  that  strip  of  land  covered  by  water  in 
width  one  thousand  (1,000)  feet,  measured  sea¬ 
ward  from  high-water  mark  of  the  easterly  shore 
of  Vancouver  Island,  and  which  extends  from  the 
northerly  extremity  of  the  Esquimalt  Spit  to  the 
Albert  Head  Lighthouse,  Esquimalt  Land  District, 
as  well  as  that  strip  of  land  three  hundred  (300) 
feet  in  width  measured  inland  from  said  high-water 
mark,  and  which  extends  from  the  southerly  ex¬ 
tremity  of  said  Esquimalt  Spit  to  the  said  Albert 
Head  Lighthouse.” 

( g )  All  that  parcel  or  tract  of  land  lying  within 
the  following  described  boundaries  and  being  part 
of  Esquimalt  and  Goldstream  Land  Districts: 
“  Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Island  Highway  situated  three  hundred  (300)  yards 
northerly  from  the  junction  of  the  said  Island  High¬ 
way  with  the  Sooke  and  Metchosin  Road;  thence 
in  a  westerly  direction  parallel  to  and  distant  there¬ 
from  three  hundred  (300)  yards  from  the  northerly 
boundary  of  the  Island  Highway  to  the  westerly 
boundary  of  the  Esquimalt  Land  District;  thence 
southerly  along  said  boundary  to  the  shore  of 
Langford  Lake;  thence  westerly,  southerly,  and 
easterly  along  the  said  shore  of  said  lake  to  the 
said  westerly  boundary  of  Esquimalt  Land  District; 
thence  southerly  along  said  boundary  to  the  south¬ 
erly  boundary  of  the  Esquimalt  and  Nanaimo  Rail¬ 
way  right-of-way;  thence  easterly  along  the  said 
southerly  boundary  to  its  intersection  with  Dun- 
ford  Road;  thence  southerly  at  right  angles  to  said 
railway  right-of-way  a  distance  of  three  hundred 
(300)  yards;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  paral¬ 
lel  to  and  distant  therefrom  three  hundred  (300) 
yards  from  said  Island  Highway  to  the  westerly 
boundary  of  the  Sooke  and  Metchosin  Road;  thence 
northerly  along  said  westerly  boundary  of  said  road 
and  the  Island  Highway  to  the  point  of  commence¬ 
ment.” 

(/z)  That  portion  of  Ganges  Harbour  below 
high-water  mark  lying  north  of  a  straight  line  run¬ 
ning  from  Scott  Point  due  west  to  the  nearest  point 
on  the  west  shore-line  of  said  harbour. 

O')  That  portion  of  the  Dewdney  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  known  as  the  Colony  Farm,  and  that  further 
portion  of  the  said  electoral  district  in  the  vicinity 
of  Harrison  Hot  Springs  more  particularly  de¬ 
scribed  as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the  mouth  of 
an  unnamed  slough  entering  Harrison  Lake  west 
of  the  Harrison  Hot  Springs  Hotel;  thence  along 
the  south  shore-line  of  said  unnamed  slough  to  the 
Agassiz-Harrison  Highway;  thence  northerly  along 
said  highway  to  Harrison  Lake;  thence  westerly 
along  the  shore-line  of  said  lake  to  the  point  of 
commencement.” 

O')  That  portion  of  the  Municipality  of  Matsqui 
consisting  of  approximately  two  hundred  (200) 
acres  of  land  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Trans- 
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Canada  Highway,  on  the  south  by  Marshall  Road, 
on  the  east  by  Ware  Road,  and  on  the  west  by 
Emerson  Road. 

( k )  All  and  singular  that  area  or  tract  of  land, 
in  or  near  the  village  of  Ladner,  situate,  lying,  and 
being  in  the  Municipality  of  Delta  and  which  may 
be  more  particularly  described  as  follows:  “Com¬ 
mencing  at  a  point  on  the  west  boundary-line  of 
Green  Road  at  intersection  of  south  boundary  of 
District  Lot  116,  Group  2;  thence  westerly  along 
the  south  boundary  of  said  lot  to  Chilukthan 
Slough;  thence  southerly  along  the  easterly  bank 
of  said  slough  to  the  intersection  of  north  bound¬ 
ary  of  King  Edward  Street  produced;  thence  west¬ 
erly  along  north  boundary  of  said  street  and  con¬ 
tinuing  along  north  boundary  of  said  street  to  east 
boundary  of  Fairview  Road;  thence  northerly 
along  the  east  boundary  of  said  road  to  intersection 
of  northerly  boundary  of  Savoy  Street  produced;

WILSON’S  SNIPE,  in  those  portions  of  the 
Eastern  District  situate  and  lying  south  of  the  main 
line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  east  of  the 
summit  of  the  Cascade  Mountains,  and  west  of  the 
eastern  boundary  of  the  Okanagan  watershed,  Sep¬ 
tember  29th  to  October  24th.  In  those  portions  of 
the  Eastern  District  situate  and  lying  north  of  the 
57th  parallel  of  north  latitude,  September  1st  to 
September  30th.  Throughout  the  remainder  of  the 
Eastern  District,  September  15th  to  October  24th. 

No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  attempt  to  kill  any 
migratory  game  bird  during  the  night,  which,  for 
the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  means  during  the 
period  ending  one-half  hour  before  sunrise  and 
beginning  the  preceding  evening  at  the  following 
time,  in  those  portions  of  the  Eastern  District 
known  as  the  Salmon  Arm,  North  and  South 
Okanagan,  Similkameen,  Yale,  Grand  Forks-Green- 
wood,  and  Nelson-Creston  Electoral  Districts: — 

(a)  From  September  15th  to  30th  6.10  p.m. 

(b)  From  October  1st  to  14th  _ 6.00  p.m. 

(c)  From  October  15th  to  31st _ 5.25  p.m. 

( d )  From  November  1st  to  14th _ 5.00  p.m. 

( e )  From  November  15th  to  De¬ 
cember  19th  _ 4.55  p.m. 

and  in  the  remaining  portions  of  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict  the  hunting  of  migratory  game  birds  shall 
only  be  allowed  or  permissible  during  the  period 
one-half  hour  before  sunrise  to  one-half  hour  after 
sunset  on  any  day. 

The  possession  of  firearms  by  any  person  dur¬ 
ing  the  night  in  a  place  frequented  by  migratory 
game  birds  is  prima  facie  evidence  of  hunting 
such  birds  during  the  night. 

Upland  Game  Birds 

CALIFORNIA  QUAIL,  in  G.M.A.  No.  8.  Octo¬ 
ber  13th  to  November  18th;  in  G.M.A.  No.  7, 
October  1st  to  November  18th. 

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  Quail  in  G.M.A.  No.  7  shall  be  between 
one  hour  before  sunrise  to  one  hour  after  sunset, 
and  in  G.M.A.  No.  8  shall,  on  the  first  three  days 
of  the  open  season,  be  between  the  hours  of  12 
noon  and  4  p.m.,  and  during  the  remainder  of  the 
open  season,  on  any  day,  be  between  the  hours  of 
8  a.m.  and  4  p.m. 

GROUSE  (BLUE,  FRANKLIN’S  or  SPRUCE, 
and  WILLOW  (commonly  called  RUFFED)), 
throughout  the  Eastern  District,  September  15th  to 
October  3 1st. 

GROUSE  (PRAIRIE-CHICKEN  or  SHARP¬ 
TAILED),  throughout  the  Eastern  District,  except 
G.M.A.  Nos.  7,  8,  and  9,  September  15th  to  Octo¬ 
ber  31st. 


PARTRIDGE  (HUNGARIAN),  in  G.M.A.  Nos. 

6,  8,  9,  13,  and  14,  October  13th  to  November 
18th;  in  G.M.A.  No.  7,  October  1st  to  November 
18th. 

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of  Hun¬ 
garian  Partridge  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  7,  13,  and  14 
shall  be  between  one  hour  before  sunrise  to  one 
hour  after  sunset,  and  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  6,  8,  and  9 
shall,  on  the  first  three  days  of  the  open  season,  be 
between  the  hours  of  12  noon  and  4  p.m.,  and  dur¬ 
ing  the  remainder  of  the  open  season,  on  any  day, 
between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  4  p.m. 

PARTRIDGE  (CHUKAR),  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  6, 

7,  13,  and  14,  October  13th  to  November  18th. 

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of  Chukar 

Partridge  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  7,  13,  and  14  shall  be 
between  one  hour  before  sunrise  to  one  hour  after 
sunset,  and  in  G.M.A.  No.  6  shall,  on  the  first 
three  days  of  the  open  season,  be  between  the 
hours  12  noon  and  4  p.m.,  and  during  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  open  season,  on  any  day,  between 
the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  4  p.m. 

There  shall  he  no  open  season  on  Chukar 
Partridge  in  any  other  area  than  provided  in 
these  regulations. 

PTARMIGAN,  throughout  the  Eastern  District, 
September  1st  to  October  31st. 

PHEASANTS  (COCK  BIRDS  ONLY),  in 
G.M.A.  Nos.  6,  7,  8,  9,  13,  and  14,  October  13th 
to  November  18th;  in  G.M.A.  No.  10,  October 
13th  to  November  12th. 

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of  Pheas¬ 
ants  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  7,  13,  and  14  shall  be  between 
one  hour  before  sunrise  to  one  hour  after  sunset; 
in  G.M.A.  No.  10,  on  the  first  day  of  the  open 
season,  12  noon  to  4  p.m.,  and  during  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  open  season,  on  any  day,  between 
the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  4  p.m.;  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  6, 

8,  and  9,  on  the  first  three  days  of  the  open  season, 
between  the  hours  of  12  noon  and  4  p.m.,  and 
during  the  remainder  of  the  open  season,  on  any 
day,  between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  4  p.m. 

Bag-limits 

Note.  —  See  separate  section  dealing  with  bag- 
limits. 

PROHIBITIONS,  CLOSED  AREAS,  ETC., 
EASTERN  DISTRICT 

The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regulations 
shall  not  apply  to  the  following  parts  of  the  Eastern 
District,  namely:— 

(a)  Those  portions  of  the  Yale  and  Similkameen 
Electoral  Districts  situate  and  lying  within  the 
boundaries  of  Manning  Park  and  Three  Brothers 
Mountain  Game  Reserve  and  extending  to  Whip¬ 
saw  Creek,  a  distance  of  48.5  miles  when  entering 
Manning  Park  or  said  game  reserve  from  the  west 
or  the  east. 

( b )  That  portion  of  the  Yale  Electoral  District 
in  the  vicinity  of  Minnie  Lake  described  as  follows: 
“  Commencing  at  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot 
1177;  westerly  along  the  northerly  boundaries  of 
Lots  1177  and  1176  to  the  north-west  corner  of 
Lot  1176;  thence  following  a  straight  line  in  a 
south-westerly  direction  to  the  north-west  corner 
of  Lot  1288;  thence  easterly  along  the  northerly 
boundary  of  said  lot  to  the  north-east  corner  of 
Lot  1288;  thence  southerly  along  the  easterly 
boundary  of  said  lot  to  the  south-east  corner  of 
said  lot;  thence  along  the  southern  boundary  of 
Lot  1288  to  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  1119; 
thence  along  the  easterly  boundaries  of  Lots  1119, 
1118,  and  1099  to  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot 
1099;  thence  south-easterly  in  a  straight  line  to 
the  nearest  point  on  the  north  bank  of  Quilchena 
Creek;  thence  along  north  shore  of  said  creek  to 
the  south-east  corner  of  Lot  490;  thence  along  the 
easterly  boundary  of  Lot  490  to  the  north-east 
corner  of  said  lot;  thence  along  the  southerly 
boundary  of  Lot  695  to  the  south-east  corner  of 
said  lot;  thence  along  the  east  boundary  of  Lot 
695  to  the  north-west  corner  of  Lot  683;  thence 
in  a  straight  line  from  the  north-west  corner  of 
Lot  683  in  a  north-westerly  direction  to  Lots  695, 
694,  and  1178  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 
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(c)  That  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral 
District  described  as  follows:  “All  waters  of  the 
North  Thompson,  South  Thompson,  and  Thomp¬ 
son  Rivers  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Canadian 
National  Railway  bridge  (main  line)  at  Kamloops 
Junction,  and  on  the  east  by  the  Kamloops-Blue 
River  Highway  Bridge  at  Kamloops,  and  on 
the  west  by  the  Kamloops-Tranquiile  Highway 
Bridge.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall 
apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of  game  birds. 

(t/)  That  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Electoral 
District  described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at 
7-mile  post  on  the  Canadian  National  Railways; 
thence  in  a  straight  line  directly  south  to  the  trans¬ 
mission-line  of  the  British  Columbia  Power  Com¬ 
mission;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction  along  said 
power-line  for  a  distance  of  two  thousand  eight 
hundred  (2,800)  feet;  thence  in  a  straight  line  di¬ 
rectly  south  to  low-water  mark  on  Kamloops  Lake; 
thence  in  a  north-westerly  direction  following  the 
shore-line  of  said  lake  to  the  mouth  of  Tranquille 
River;  thence  in  a  north-easterly  direction  follow¬ 
ing  the  west  bank  of  said  river  to  its  junction  with 
the  Canadian  National  Railway;  thence  along  the 
south  boundary  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  said 
railway  in  an  eastern  direction  to  the  point  of 
commencement.” 

( e )  That  portion  of  the  Kamloops  Land  District 
west  of  the  Thompson  River  and  commonly  re¬ 
ferred  to  as  the  Pass  Lake  area,  and  more  particu¬ 
larly  described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at  Pass 
Lake  Road  at  the  south-east  corner  of  Section  6, 
Township  22,  Range  18;  thence  one-half  mile  in 
a  north-westerly  direction  along  the  said  road  to 
the  Ranger  Station  fence;  thence  three-quarters  of 
a  mile  along  said  fence  to  Allies  Mines  Road; 
thence  one  and  one-half  (IV2)  miles  in  a  north¬ 
westerly  direction  along  said  road  to  a  point  one- 
third  of  a  mile  east  of  the  west  one-quarter  post  of 
Section  12,  Township  22,  Range  19;  thence  fol¬ 
lowing  the  slash  and  bulldozed  fire-guard  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  in  a  north-westerly  direction  to  a 
point  of  a  shale-slide  one-quarter  of  a  mile  south¬ 
west  of  the  north-west  corner  of  Section  12,  Town¬ 
ship  22,  Range  19;  thence  one-half  mile  in  a 
north-easterly  direction  along  said  shale-slide; 
thence  northerly  one  (1)  mile  to  a  point  one- 
eighth  of  a  mile  west  of  the  one-quarter  post  of 
Section  24,  Township  22,  Range  19;  thence  east- 
south-east  one  and  one-half  (IV2)  miles  across 
Watching  Creek  to  Watching  Creek  Trail  to  a 
point  one-quarter  of  a  mile  east-north-east  of  the 
south-west  corner  of  Section  19,  Township  22, 
Range  18;  thence  one  and  one-half  ( H/2 )  miles 
south  along  said  trail  to  a  fence;  thence  three  and 
one-quarter  (314)  miles  north-easterly,  south¬ 
easterly,  and  south-westerly  along  said  fence  to  the 
east  side  of  Pass  Lake;  thence  one-quarter  of  a 
mile  around  the  south  end  of  Pass  Lake  to  the 
point  of  commencement.” 

(/)  That  portion  of  the  South  Okanagan  Elec¬ 
toral  District  in  the  vicinity  of  Kelowna  known  as 
Lot  M,  Plan  920,  Osoyoos  Division  of  Yale  Dis¬ 
trict  (comprising  land  surrounding  trout-ponds 
near  Kelowna). 

( g )  That  portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  Electoral 
District  described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at 
the  mouth  of  Sicamous  (Two  Mile)  Creek;  thence 
following  the  east  shore-line  of  Mara  Lake,  Sica¬ 
mous  Narrows,  and  Shuswap  Lake  in  a  north¬ 
westerly  direction  to  Murdock  Point,  which  is 
approximately  two  (2)  miles  north-west  of  Sica¬ 
mous;  thence  in  a  straight  line  in  a  south-easterly 
direction  to  Semaphore  Point,  one  (1)  mile  west  of 
Sicamous;  thence  easterly  along  the  shore-line  of 
Shuswap  Lake  to  Sicamous  Narrows;  thence  south¬ 
erly  following  the  west  shore-line  of  Sicamous 
Narrows  and  Mara  Lake  to  a  point  known  as 
Carney’s  pole-yard,  approximately  two  (2)  miles 
south  of  Sicamous;  thence  in  a  straight  line  in  a 
north-easterly  direction  to  the  point  of  commence¬ 
ment.” 

That  portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  of  Shuswap 
Lake  within  the  boundary  of  the  Municipality  of 
Salmon  Arm  lying  south-easterly  of  a  straight  line 
of  approximately  one  and  one-quarter  (1!4)  miles 


in  length,  commencing  at  the  outer  end  of  the 
Salmon  Arm  Wharf;  thence  north-easterly  to  a 
white  marker  where  the  shore-line  of  said  Salmon 
Arm  of  Shuswap  Lake  intersects  with  the  northern 
boundary  of  the  North-west  Quarter  of  Section  24, 
Township  20,  Range  10. 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall 
apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of  game  birds. 

( h )  In  those  portions  of  the  South  Okanagan 
Electoral  District  described  as  follows:  “Com¬ 
mencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  West  Kootenay 
Power  and  Light  Company  right-of-way  and  Oka¬ 
nagan  Highway  No.  97  situate  and  lying  in  District 
Lot  119;  thence  north-easterly  and  northerly  along 
the  east  boundary  of  said  right-of-way  to  the  north¬ 
erly  boundary  of  Section  35;  thence  westerly  along 
the  northerly  boundaries  of  Sections  35  and  34  to 
Okanagan  Highway  No.  97;  thence  southerly  along 
the  said  highway  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

(/)  That  portion  of  the  Nelson-Creston  Electoral 
District  described  as  follows:  “Commencing  on 
the  north  shore  of  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay 
Lake  at  Willow  Point  Wharf;  thence  following  the 
Duhamel  or  Six  Mile  Creek  Road  to  the  inter¬ 
section  of  the  said  Duhamel  Road  with  the  First 
West  Fork  of  Duhamel  Creek;  thence  following 
the  said  West  Fork  to  its  source;  thence  in  a  south¬ 
erly  direction  following  the  divide  between  Du¬ 
hamel  Creek  and  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake 
and  Grohman  Creek  to  the  mouth  of  Grohman 
Creek;  thence  across  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay 
Lake  to  the  south  shore  of  the  West  Arm  to  a 
point  known  as  the  slaughter-house;  thence  follow¬ 
ing  the  south  shore  of  the  said  West  Arm  in  an 
easterly  direction  to  a  point  opposite  Willow  Point 
Wharf;  thence  across  the  said  West  Arm  to  the 
point  of  commencement.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall 
apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of  game  birds. 

(/')  That  portion  of  the  Fernie  Electoral  District 
described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at  the  junc¬ 
tion  of  Bovine  (Goat)  Creek  with  the  Elk  River; 
thence  in  south-easterly  direction  to  the  site  of  the 
East  Kootenay  Power  and  Light  Company’s  water- 
gauge  on  the  Fording  River;  thence  along  the  west 
bank  of  said  river  to  the  junction  of  said  river  and 
the  Elk  River;  thence  along  the  east  bank  of  Elk 
River  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall 
not  apply  in  respect  to  the  trapping  of  fur-bearing 
animals. 

( k )  That  portion  of  the  Cariboo  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  within  a  radius  of  one  ( 1 )  mile  of  the  Town- 
site  of  Wells. 

(/)  That  portion  of  the  Atlin  Electoral  District 
described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at  Mill  Street 
on  the  shore  of  Atlin  Lake;  thence  easterly  to  First 
Street;  thence  northerly  along  said  street  to  Watson 
Avenue;  thence  east  one  block  along  said  avenue 
to  Second  Street;  thence  north  two  block  along 
said  street  to  Pearl  Avenue;  thence  east  one  block 
along  said  avenue  to  Third  Street;  thence  northerly 
two  blocks  along  said  street  to  Discovery  Avenue; 
thence  easterly  along  said  avenue  to  Seventh  Street; 
thence  southerly  approximately  three  thousand 
eight  hundred  (3,800)  feet  along  said  street  to 
McKee  Creek  Road;  thence  south-easterly  approxi¬ 
mately  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty  (1,950) 
feet  to  Johnson’s  Road;  thence  westerly  along  said 
road  four  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty  (4,140) 
feet  to  the  shore  of  Atlin  Lake;  thence  north¬ 
westerly  along  the  shore  of  said  lake  to  the  point 
of  commencement.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause  shall 
apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of  migratory 
game  birds. 

(m)  That  portion  of  the  Fort  George  Electoral 
District  known  as  Buckthorn  (Buckhorn)  Lake 
wherein  the  shooting,  molesting,  or  disturbing  of 
migratory  game  birds  is  prohibited. 

(n)  There  shall  be  no  open  season  on  any 
member  of  the  Deer  Family  in  those  portions  of 
the  Eastern  District  described  as  follows: — 

In  that  portion  of  the  Fernie  Electoral  District 
described  as  follows:  “Commencing  at  the  junc¬ 
tion  of  Morrissey  Creek  and  Elk  River;  thence 
following  the  east  and  south  banks  of  said  river  to 
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a  point  one-half  mile  south  of  the  junction  of 
Wigwam  and  Elk,  Rivers;  thence  easterly  following 
the  summit  of  the  watershed  on  the  south  side  of 
Wigwam  River  to  a  point  on  the  said  river  one-half 
mile  south  of  the  junction  of  the  said  river  and 
Lodgepole  Creek;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction 
following  the  summit  of  the  watershed  on  the 
south  side  of  said  creek  to  the  summit  at  the  head¬ 
waters  of  the  said  creek;  thence  northerly  follow¬ 
ing  the  summit  of  the  said  watershed  and  westerly 
along  the  summit  on  the  north  side  of  the  said 
creek  and  Meadow  Creek  to  a  point  on  Morrissey 
Creek  two  (2)  miles  north-east  from  the  mouth 
of  said  creek;  thence  along  the  south  bank  of  said 
creek  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 

In  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Forks-Greenwood 
Electoral  District  as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the 
junction  of  Williamson  Creek  and  the  Kettle  River; 
thence  following  the  east  shore-line  of  said  river  in 
a  northerly  direction  to  the  junction  of  Kettle  River 
and  Losthorse  Creek;  thence  along  said  creek  to 
its  source;  thence  following  the  height  of  land  in 
a  southerly  direction  to  a  point  directly  east  of  an 
unnamed  lake  forming  the  source  of  Williamson 
Creek;  thence  westerly  to  the  east  shore-line  of 
said  unnamed  lake;  thence  following  the  south 
shore-line  of  said  lake  and  Williamson  Creek  to  the 
point  of  commencement.” 

In  that  portion  of  the  Atlin  Electoral  District 
situate  and  lying  north  of  the  59th  parallel  of  north 
latitude.  The  provisions  of  this  clause  shall  apply 
only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of  deer. 

Note. — The  closed  areas  mentioned  under  the 
headings  “  Western  and  Eastern  Districts  ”  are 
not  game  reserves.  Game  reserves  are  set  aside 
by  separate  order  or  regulation  and  consequently 
are  not  listed  herein. 

Section  2 
BAG-LIMITS 
Western  District 

DEER:  On  Vancouver  Island,  or  G.M.A.  No.  1, 
three  (3),  of  which  one  (1)  may  be  an  antlerless 
animal;  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  Western 
District,  two  (2),  of  which  one  (1)  may  be  an 
antlerless  animal,  if  shot  in  an  area  provided  with 
an  open  season  under  these  regulations. 

On  Vancouver  Island  no  person  shall  have  in  his 
possession  at  any  one  time  more  than  two  (2)  Deer 
when  actually  hunting  or  proceeding  to  or  from 
any  hunt.  In  G.M.A.  No.  5  there  shall  be  no  bag- 
limit,  and  no  Deer  shot,  killed,  or  taken  shall  be 
exported  or  shipped  from  said  area  during  any 
other  period  than  from  September  15th  to  Decem¬ 
ber  2nd,  and  any  Deer  shot  in  said  game  manage¬ 
ment  area  must  be  tagged  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Game-tagging  Regulations. 

GROUSE:  Daily  bag-limit,  eight  (8),  of  which 
four  (4)  may  be  Willow  or  Ruffed  Grouse  if  an 
open  season  is  provided  thereon;  season  bag-limit, 
forty  (40)  in  the  aggregate;  provided  that  in 
G.M.A.  No.  1  no  person  shall  have  in  his  posses¬ 
sion  at  any  one  time  more  than  two  days’  bag-limit. 

PTARMIGAN:  Daily  bag-limit,  six  (6);  season 
bag-limit,  twenty-four  (24). 

QUAIL  (CALIFORNIA):  Daily  bag-limit,  in 
that  portion  of  G.M.A.  No.  1  provided  with  an 
open  season,  six  (6);  season  bag-limit,  twenty-four 
(24). 

Eastern  District 
Big  Game 

CARIBOU,  BULLS  ONLY,  over  one  year  of 
age:  One  (1),  but  in  those  portions  of  the  Eastern 
District  where  an  antlerless  season  is  permitted, 
one  (1),  but  the  maximum  bag-limit  during  the 
season  shall  be  one  (1)  only. 

DEER:  Two  (2),  of  which  one  (1)  may  be  an 
antlerless  animal,  provided  that  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  20 
and  21  the  bag-limit  shall  be  one  (1)  Buck  Deer 
only  over  one  year  of  age. 

MOUNTAIN-SHEEP,  RAMS  ONLY,  over  one 
year  of  age:  One  (1). 


Upland  Game  Birds 

CALIFORNIA  QUAIL:  Daily  bag-limit,  ten 
(10);  season  bag-limit,  thirty  (30). 

GROUSE  and  PTARMIGAN  (except  Prairie- 
chicken  or  Sharp-tailed  Grouse):  Daily  bag- 
limit,  not  more  than  six  (6)  of  any  one  species  or 
eight  (8)  of  all  species  in  the  aggregate;  season 
bag-limit,  thirty  (30)  in  the  aggregate. 

PRAIRIE-CHICKEN  or  SHARP -TAILED 
GROUSE:  Throughout  those  portions  of  the 
Eastern  District  (except  G.M.A.  No.  6)  provided 
with  an  open  season,  daily  bag-limit,  six  (6); 
season  bag-limit,  twenty-four  (24).  In  G.M.A.  No. 

6,  daily  bag-limit,  two  (2);  season  bag-limit, 
ten  (10). 

PARTRIDGE  (HUNGARIAN):  In  G.M.A. 
No.  7,  daily  bag-limit,  ten  (10);  season  bag-limit, 
thirty  (30).  Throughout  the  remaining  portions  of 
the  Eastern  District  provided  with  an  open  season, 
daily  bag-limit,  four  (4);  season  bag-limit,  twenty 
(20);  provided  that  in  G.M.A.  Nos.  6,  13,  and  14 
the  combined  daily  bag-limit  for  Hungarian  and 
Chukar  Partridges  shall  not  be  more  than  four 
(4)  in  the  aggregate;  season  bag-limit,  not  more 
than  twenty  (20)  in  the  aggregate.  In  G.M.A.  No. 

7,  daily  bag-limit  on  Chukar  Partridge  shall  be 
four  (4);  season  bag-limit,  twenty  (20). 

Throughout  the  Province 
Big  Game 

BEAR:  In  that  portion  of  the  Province  situate 
and  lying  north  of  the  57th  parallel  of  north  lati¬ 
tude  and  west  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  two  (2) 
Grizzly  Bear.  Throughout  the  remainder  of  the 
Province,  one  ( 1 )  Grizzly  Bear.  No  bag-limit  on 
Black  or  Brown  Bear. 

MOOSE  and  WAPITI  (ELK):  One  (1)— com¬ 
bination  bag-limit  of  one  (1)  Moose  or  one  (1) 
Wapiti  or  Elk,  but  not  both. 

MOUNTAIN-GOAT,  over  one  year  of  age:  In 
G.M.A.  Nos.  7  and  11,  one  (1);  throughout  the 
remainder  of  the  Province,  two  (2). 

Upland  Game  Birds 

PHEASANTS  (COCK  BIRDS  ONLY):  In 
those  portions  of  the  Province  provided  with  an 
open  season  in  these  regulations,  daily  bag-limit, 
two  (2);  season  bag-limit,  ten  (10);  provided  that 
in  areas  where  the  shooting  of  hen  pheasants  is 
permitted  the  daily  bag-limit  may  contain  one 
(1)  hen. 

Migratory  Game  Birds 

COOTS:  Daily  bag-limit,  twenty-five  (25); 
season  bag-limit,  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150). 

DUCKS  (except  Eider  Ducks) :  Daily  bag-limit, 
ten  (10),  of  which  not  more  than  one  (1)  may  be 
a  Wood  Duck  and  not  more  than  eight  (8)  may  be 
of  species  other  than  Pintail  or  Baldpate;  season 
bag-limit,  one  hundred  (100)  in  the  aggregate. 

GEESE  and  BLACK  BRANT:  Daily  bag-limit, 
five  (5)  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds;  season  bag- 
limit,  twenty-five  (25)  in  the  aggregate.  Except  in 
the  Nelson-Creston  Electoral  District,  wherein  the 
daily  bag-limit  shall  be  three  (3)  in  the  aggregate 
of  all  kinds  and  the  season  bag-limit  shall  be 
eighteen  (18)  Geese  in  the  aggregate. 

WILSON’S  SNIPE:  Daily  bag-limit,  eight  (8); 
season  bag-limit,  fifty  (50). 

PIGEONS  (BAND-TAILED):  Daily  bag-limit, 
ten  (10);  season  bag-limit,  fifty  (50). 

Provided  no  person  shall  have  in  his  possession 
more  than  two  days’  bag-limit  of  migratory  game 
birds  when  actually  hunting  or  returning  from 
hunting,  but  any  such  person  may  in  addition  have 
in  his  place  of  residence  or  in  a  cold-storage  locker 
plant  not  more  than  a  further  two  days’  bag-limit 
of  Ducks  only. 

Section  3 

No  person  shall,  in  any  district  designated  in  the 
regulations,  kill  or  take  on  any  one  day  any  greater 
number  of  game  birds  than  the  daily  bag-limit  men¬ 
tioned,  or  kill  or  take  or  have  in  his  possession 
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during  the  entire  open  season  more  game  birds 
than  the  maximum  number  to  be  killed,  taken,  or 
had  in  possession  in  any  district. 

Throughout  the  Province  no  person  shall  at  any 
time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  his  possession  during 
the  entire  open  season  more  big-game  animals  than 
the  maximum  number  permitted  to  be  killed,  taken, 
or  had  in  possession  in  any  district. 

Every  person  shall,  upon  request  of  any  Game 
Warden  or  Constable,  furnish  satisfactory  proof  to 
him  of  the  locality  and  date  on  which  any  game 
was  by  him  killed,  taken,  or  had  in  possession. 

Section  4 

Sale  of  Big  Game 

The  prohibitions  declared  by  subsection  (1)  of 
section  26  of  the  “  Game  Act  ”  as  to  the  buying, 
selling,  or  having  in  possession  of  big  game,  so  far 
as  same  relate  to  game  lawfully  killed  or  taken,  are 
hereby  removed  to  the  extent  and  within  the  peri¬ 
ods  and  limits,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  here¬ 
inafter  set  out,  as  follows: — 

BEAR  (except  White  or  Kermodei  Bear), 
throughout  the  Province,  at  any  time  during  the 
open  season,  provided  that  Grizzly  Bear  hide  or 
hides  shall  not  be  sold  at  any  time  without  a 
permit. 

Provided,  further,  that  no  other  big  game  or 
portion  thereof  shall  be  sold  in  the  Province. 

Section  5 

Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  these  reg¬ 
ulations,  no  Beaver  must  be  trapped  or  taken  ex¬ 
cept  under  permit  issued  by  the  Game  Commission 
or  its  authorized  agent,  and  in  accordance  with  all 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations  Covering  the 
Sealing  of  Beaver-pelts. 

Muskrats  are  only  to  be  taken  by  the  use  of 
traps,  but  this  prohibition  shall  not  apply  to  areas 
of  the  Province  enclosed  by  dykes. 

The  killing,  trapping,  or  taking  of  Fur-bearing 
Animals  by  the  use  of  spring-pole  traps  anywhere 
in  the  Province  is  prohibited. 

No  Bear  shall  be  trapped  anywhere  in  the 
Province. 

Section  6 

No  person  shall  at  any  time  kill,  or  attempt  to 
kill,  any  Migratory  Game  Bird,  Pheasant,  Par¬ 
tridge,  or  Quail  with  a  rifle,  or  hunt,  as  defined  in 
section  2  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  any  game  birds  in 
any  field  or  on  or  over  cultivated  land  by  using  an 
automobile  or  other  vehicle  thereon. 

No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  attempt  to  kill  any 
Migratory  Game  Bird  by  the  use  or  aid  of  baiting, 
and  no  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  attempt  to  kill 
any  Migratory  Game  Bird  within  one-half  mile  of 
any  place,  reserved  or  otherwise,  where  baiting  is 
being  done,  or  where  it  has  been  done  less  than 
fourteen  (14)  days  before  the  first  day  of  the  open 
season  for  Ducks  or  Geese  in  the  district  in  which 
the  said  place  is  situated,  and  in  this  section  baiting 
means  placing  or  exposing  corn,  wheat,  oats,  or 
other  grain  or  products  thereof,  or  any  food  or 
other  materials  which  may  have  the  effect  of  at¬ 
tracting  wild  birds. 

No  person  shall  build  or  construct  at  any  place 
in  the  Province,  before  the  day  prior  to  the  first  day 
of  the  open  season  for  Migratory  Game  Birds  at 
that  place,  a  blind  of  any  kind  that  can  be  used  in 
connection  with  the  hunting  of  the  said  Migratory 
Game  Birds. 

The  use  of  live  decoys  in  the  hunting  or  taking 
of  any  Migratory  Game  Bird  anywhere  in  the 
Province  is  prohibited.  No  person  shall,  while 
hunting  Migratory  Game  Birds,  have  with  him 
more  than  one  shotgun  at  one  time. 

The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regulations 
shall  not  apply  to  the  hunting,  taking,  or  having  in 
possession  of  Quail,  Pheasant,  Prairie-chicken 
(Sharp-tailed  Grouse),  or  Partridge  at  any  place 
when  the  surface  of  the  ground  at  that  place  is  cov¬ 
ered  with  snow. 


Section  7 

No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  take  any  Moose, 
Caribou,  Wapiti  (Elk),  or  Deer  while  swimming, 
and  the  hunting,  killing,  or  taking  of  any  game  by 
the  use  of  tracer  bullets  and  tracer-shot  shells  is 
prohibited. 

In  the  hunting  of  big  game  the  use  of  any  rifle 
loaded  with  rim-fire  shells,  the  use  of  full  steel 
(hard  point)  metal-cased  bullets,  and  the  use  of 
any  firearm  that  can  be  or  is  classed  as  a  machine 
gun  or  sub-machine  gun  is  prohibited.  This  regu¬ 
lation  is  not  intended  to  prohibit  the  use  of  arms 
of  the  self-  or  auto-loading  types  in  which  the  re¬ 
coil  or  force  of  the  explosion  is  utilized  to  reload 
but  not  to  fire  the  weapon. 

No  person  shall  have  in  his  possession  the  car¬ 
cass  or  portion  of  the  carcass  of  any  member  of  the 
Deer  Family  or  Mountain-sheep  without  proof  of 
sex  unless  the  carcass  has  been  transported  to  the 
place  where  it  is  proposed  to  consume  the  carcass. 

The  hunting  or  shooting  of  Deer  by  the  use  of 
a  shotgun  is  prohibited  throughout  the  Province 
(except  in  any  municipality  which  prohibits  the 
discharge  of  rifles),  and  in  G.M.A.  No.  1  and  in 
the  Eastern  District  the  use  of  shotguns  (20  gauge 
or  larger)  loaded  with  rifled  slugs  is  permitted. 

“  Deer  Family,”  for  the  purpose  of  these  regu¬ 
lations,  shall  mean  and  include  Moose,  Caribou, 
Deer,  and  Wapiti  (Elk). 

Section  8 

No  guide  shall  guide  more  than  two  persons  at 
any  one  time  on  any  big-game  hunting  trip,  and  no 
guide  shall  operate  as  such  except  in  the  district 
allocated  to  him  and  as  set  out  on  his  guide’s 
licence. 

Section  9 

No  person  shall  discharge  a  firearm  over,  on, 
or  across  any  travelled  road  or  highway  within  the 
boundaries  of  any  municipality,  or  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  Esquimalt,  Cowichan-Newcastle, 
Dewdney,  and  Chilliwack  Electoral  Districts,  and 
in  the  North  Saanich  District,  or  on  any  arterial  or 
primary  highway  anywhere  in  the  Province,  pro¬ 
vided  that  in  the  Municipalities  of  Delta  and  Sumas 
the  discharge  of  firearms  of  any  description  on, 
over,  or  within  any  road  allowance  is  prohibited.

This  order  shall  not  be  deemed  to  prohibit  fishing 
from  boats  where  access  to  boats  is  by  public  high¬ 
way  or  aircraft  to  any  fishing  lodge,  resort,  or  boat¬ 
house,  providing  the  boat  does  not  land  or  is  not 
beached  at  any  point  other  than  its  point  of 
departure. 

All  existing  camp-fire  and  burning  permits  are 
suspended  forthwith,  and  no  new  permits  will  be 
issued  during  the  continuance  of  this  closure. 

This  order  does  not  extend  to  any  Provincial 
parks,  camping-place,  or  picnic-ground  designated 
on  the  ground  by  the  Forest  Service  for  public  use 
during  the  period  of  a  closure.

otherwise. 

“  Distress  Area  Assistance  Act  ” 

(Sec.  8,  Chap.  11,  Statutes  of  B.C.,  1956) 

Regulations 

1.  These  regulations  may  be  cited  as  the  “Dis¬ 
tress  Area  Assistance  Act  ”  Regulations. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  the  Act  and  these  regu¬ 
lations: — 

(a)  “  Minister  ”  means  the  Minister  of  Agricul¬ 
ture: 

( b )  “  Act  ”  means  the  “  Distress  Area  Assistance 
Act,”  chapter  11  of  the  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1956: 

(c)  “  Distress  area  ”  means  any  area  so  declared 
by  Order  in  Council,  under  section  3  of  the 

( d )  “  Province  ”  means  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia: 

(e)  “  Responsible  officer  of  the  bank  ”  means  the 
manager  or  assistant  manager  of  a  branch 
of  the  bank,  or  the  person  for  the  time  being 
acting  as  such  manager  or  assistant  manager. 

3.  (1)  The  purpose  for  which  loans  may  be 
made  to  qualify  for  guarantee  under  the  Act  shall 
be  to  purchase  hay  for  live-stock  feed  in  the  dis¬ 
tress  areas  as  declared  by  Order  in  Council  No. 
1829,  approved  on  the  20th  day  of  July,  1956. 

(2)  An  application  for  a  loan  made  under  the 
terms  of  the  Act  and  these  regulations  must  be 
completed  and  submitted  to  a  bank  not  later  than 
September  30th,  1956. 

(3)  When  an  application  for  a  loan  has  been

By  virtue  of  the  powers  conferred  by  the  “  Distress  Area 
Assistance  Act,”  being  chapter  11  of  the  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1956,  and  by  Orders  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  Council  No.  779,  approved  on  the  11th  day  of  April, 
1956,  and  No.  ,  approved  on  the  day  of  July, 

1956,  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  does  hereby  guaran¬

(c)  Where  an  applicant  for  a  loan  is  leasing  his 
farm,  his  application  must  be  accompanied 
by  the  approval  in  the  prescribed  form  of 
the  registered  owner  of  the  farm,  and  all 
payments  to  be  made  by  the  applicant  under 
the  terms  of  the  loan  agreement  must  be 
completed  one  year  before  the  termination 
of  such  lease: 

(cl)  Where  an  applicant  for  a  loan  has  a  mort¬ 
gage  on  his  farm,  his  application  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  approval  in  the  pre¬ 
scribed  form  of  the  mortgagee: 

(c)  The  completion  of  the  application  and 
declaration  and  relevant  certificates  and 
approvals  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that 
the  applicant  is  eligible  for  a  loan  under  the 
Act. 

7.  Terms  of  loan: — 

(a)  The  aggregate  amount  loaned  under  this  Act 
to  any  one  borrower  for  all  purposes  shall 
not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000): 

(b)  The  rate  of  interest  and  terms  of  repayment 
shall  be  those  agreed  to  by  the  Minister  and 
the  bank  and  shall  be  stated  on  the  “Appli¬ 
cation  for  Loan  under  the  ‘  Distress  Area 
Assistance  Act  ’  ”: 

(c)  An  application  for  a  loan  made  under  the 
Act  and  these  regulations  must  be  completed 
and  submitted  to  a  bank  not  later  than  the 
closing  date  fixed  by  Regulation  3.  When 
the  application  for  a  loan  has  been  ap¬ 
proved,  no  loan  thereunder  shall  be  made 
later  than  the  date  fixed  by  Regulation  3.

whom  loans  have  been  approved  and  the  amount 
thereof. 


(2)  A  bank  shall  submit  to  the  Minister  on  a 
prescribed  form  not  later  than  one  month  after  the 
closing  date  fixed  by  Regulation  3,  for  the  making 
of  loans,  a  complete  statement  showing  the  names 
and  addresses  of  farmers  to  whom  loans  have  been 
made  and  the  total  amount  thereof,  with  any  other 
pertinent  information  in  relation  thereto  that  in 
the  opinion  of  the  bank  shall  be  known  to  the 
Minister. 

11.  If,  despite  the  fact  that  an  application  has 
been  scrutinized  and  checked  by  a  responsible  offi¬ 
cer  of  the  bank  with  the  care  required  of  him  by 
the  bank  in  the  conduct  of  its  ordinary  business,  it 
is  discovered  that  a  false  material  statement  has 
been  made  therein  or  that  the  proceeds  of  the  loan 
have  been  or  are  being  used  otherwise  than  for 
the  purpose  specified  in  the  application  for  the  loan, 
the  liability  of  the  Province  to  the  bank  under  the 
Act  shall  not  for  such  reason  be  discharged  to  any 
extent. 

12.  A  claim  for  loss  by  a  bank  in  respect  to  a 
loan  made  under  the  Act  may  be  made  to  the  Min¬ 
ister  at  any  time  not  less  than  ninety  days  after  the 
entire  amount  of  the  loan  becomes  due  and  pay¬ 
able,  whether  the  loan  becomes  due  and  payable 
in  accordance  with  section  8  or  otherwise.  The 
amount  of  loss  sustained  by  a  bank  in  respect  of  a 
loan  for  which  claim  for  loss  has  been  submitted 
shall  include: — 

(a)  The  unpaid  amount  of  the  loan: 

(b)  The  uncollected  earned  interest  calculated 
until  the  claim  is  approved  for  payment: 

(c)  Any  uncollected  taxed  or  taxable  costs  and 
any  disbursements  for  or  incidental  to  legal 
or  other  proceedings  in  connection  with  the 
loan;  and 

(cl)  Legal  fees,  costs,  and  disbursements,  whether 
taxable  or  not,  actually  incurred  by  the 
bank,  whether  with  or  without  litigation,  in 
collecting  or  endeavouring  to  collect  out¬ 
standing  loans  or  in  protecting  the  interests 
of  the  Province. 

A  claim  for  loss  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Min¬ 
ister  by  the  bank  in  writing.  A  claim  for  loss,  if 
the  loan  and  the  claim  were  made  in  accordance 
with  the  Act  and  these  regulations,  shall  be  ap¬ 
proved  for  payment  by  the  Minister  within  sixty 
days  after  receipt  thereof  and  shall  thereupon  be 
paid  forthwith.  Upon  payment  of  the  loss  in 
respect  to  a  guaranteed  loan  being  made  by  the 
Province  to  the  bank,  the  bank  shall  execute  a 
receipt  in  favour  of  the  Province,  and  such  receipt 
shall  be  mailed  to  the  Minister  by  ordinary  post, 
together  with  the  promissory  notes  signed  by  the 
borrower,  and  the  bank  shall  deal  with  any  security 
held  by  it  for  the  said  loan  as  the  Minister  may 
direct  and  at  his  expense. 

13.  When  the  Province  is  required  to  pay  a  bank 
a  sum  of  money  in  accordance  with  a  guarantee 
made  to  a  bank  when  a  loan  is  made  to  a  farmer 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  the  regulations 
thereunder,  the  Minister  may  forward  to  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Assessor  of  the  assessment  district  in  which 
the  land  in  possession  of  the  borrower  concerned 
is  situated  a  certificate  containing  a  description  of 
the  aforementioned  land  and  showing  the  total 
amount  paid  by  the  Province  to  a  bank  in  respect 
to  the  guarantee  of  the  loan  concerned,  and  the 
Assessor  shall  add  that  amount  to  his  assessment 
roll,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  Pro¬ 
vincial  taxes  for  the  purpose  of  the  “  Taxation 
Act,”  and  the  provisions  of  that  Act  for  collection 
and  recovery  shall  apply. 

14.  If  the  land  is  situate  in  a  municipality,  the 
Minister  may  file  a  certificate  to  the  like  effect  as 
the  certificate  mentioned  in  section  13  of  these 
regulations  with  the  collector  of  the  municipality, 
and  the  collector  shall  add  the  amount  named  in 
the  certificate  to  the  collector’s  roll,  and  thereupon 
the  amount  shall  be  deemed  to  be  taxes  and  shall 
be  subject  to  all  the  like  incidents  as  are  ordinary 
taxes  upon  lands  in  the  municipality,  and  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Municipal  Act  ”  for  that  purpose 
shall  apply  thereto;  and  if  the  amount  or  any  part 
thereof  is  collected,  the  amount  so  collected  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  Minister  of  Finance.

MALE  AND  FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ORDER  No.  4  (1956) 


Cook-  and  Bunk-house  Occupation  (in  Unorganized  Territory) 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the 
“  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 
Interpretation.  1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the  following  expressions  shall  have  the 

following  meanings: — 

(a)  “  Cook-  and  bunk-house  occupation  ”  means  any  work  performed  by 
any  employee  in  or  incidental  to  the  operation  of  any  kitchen,  dining¬ 
room,  cook-house,  bunk-house,  or  recreation-room  operated  in  con¬ 
nection  with  any  industrial  undertaking  in  unorganized  territory,  and 
without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing  description  means 
the  work  of  cooks,  dish-washers,  waiters,  bunk-house  and  recreation- 
room  attendants,  and  others  employed  in  a  similar  capacity. 

( b )  “Month”  means  that  period  of  time  between  the  first  day  and  the 
last  day,  both  days  inclusive,  of  each  month  of  the  year. 

Application  2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  employer  and  every  employee  in  the 

of  Order.  cook-  and  bunk-house  occupation  in  unorganized  territory  only,  except: — 

(a)  Employees  who  are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  the 
“  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  the 
said  Act;  and 

( b )  Employees  covered  by  the  Orders  of  the  Board  establishing  minimum 
wages  in  the  geophysical  exploration  and  pipe-line  construction 
industries. 

Minimum  wage.  3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  employee  to  whom  this  Order  applies 

shall  be  as  provided  in  clauses  (a),  ( b ),  (c),  ( d ),  and  (e)  of  this  section. 

(a)  $1  per  hour,  except  to  employees  specified  in  clause  ( b )  of  this 
section. 

(b)  Employees  classified  under  section  7  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage 
Act  ”  or  section  6  of  the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  for  whose 
employment  permits  in  writing  have  been  issued  by  the  Board:  The 
wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed  in  the  permit. 

(c)  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours 
worked  in  excess  of  191  in  a  month. 

( d )  In  any  case  where  on  termination  of  his  employment  the  employee 
has  not  worked  191  hours  in  the  last  month  of  his  employment: 
Time  and  one-half  of  his  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  worked: — 

(i)  In  excess  of  8  in  the  day;  and 

(ii)  In  excess  of  44  in  the  week  where  the  hours  worked  do  not 
exceed  8  in  any  one  day. 

( e )  That  in  exceptional  cases  where  the  employer  and  his  employees  or 
their  representatives  make  application  in  writing  requesting  the  Board 
to  establish  conditions  different  from  those  provided  in  clauses  (c) 
and  (d)  of  this  section  and  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  pro¬ 
posed  conditions  are  not  inferior  to  those  provided  in  the  said  clauses, 
it  may,  by  order,  vary  the  provisions  of  the  said  clauses,  whereupon 
the  variance  ordered  by  the  Board  shall  be  applicable  to  the  said 
employer  and  employees  in  lieu  of  the  provisions  of  clauses  (c)  and 
(d)  of  this  section. 

(/)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section: — 

(i)  A  monthly-rated  employee’s  hourly  rate  shall  be  determined 
by  dividing  his  monthly  wage  by  191: 

(ii)  A  weekly-rated  employee’s  hourly  rate  shall  be  determined 
by  dividing  his  weekly  wage  by  44: 

(iii)  A  daily-rated  employee’s  hourly  rate  shall  be  determined 
by  dividing  his  daily  wage  by  8. 

Payment  of  wages.  4.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each 

of  his  employees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the  employee  up  to  a  day  not  more 
than  8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

No  deduction  for  5.  That  no  charge  or  deduction  from  the  wages  of  employees  shall  be  made 

breakages.  by  employers  for  accidental  breakages  by  employees  of  any  articles  belonging  to 

the  employer. 

Order  to  be  6.  That  every  employer  shall  post  a  copy  of  this  Order  and  keep  it  posted  in 

posted.  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  establishment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby  may 

have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same. 

Records  to  be  kept.  7.  ( 1 )  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in  his  establishment  a  true  and  correct 

record  in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and  the  hours  worked  each  day 
by  each  of  his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English  language  of  the 
names,  ages,  occupations,  and  residential  addresses  of  his  employees. 
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Records  to  be 
produced. 

(2)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board  or  any  person  author¬ 
ized  in  writing  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  produce  for  inspection  all  records 
kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour,  or  conditions  of  labour  and 
employment  of  any  or  all  of  his  employees. 

8.  That  Order  No.  4  (1953),  establishing  a  minimum  wage  in  the  cook-  and 
bunk-house  occupation,  dated  December  18th,  1953,  is  hereby  rescinded. 

9.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  the  3rd  day  of 
July,  1956,  shall  take  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  September,  1956.
